tee su g g ests ca m pus security 
o fficers to ca ll upo n the Illi­ 
no is Burea u o f Inv estig a tio n 
( IBI) fo r h elp .” 
The com m ittee rep orts IBI 
agents hav e not been inv ited to 
camp u ses and that when they 
come on their own they hav e not 
been m ade to feel welcome to 
condu ct an 
inv estigation 
on 
camp u s. 
The rep ort “strongly u rges” 
college p eop le to welcome and 
coop erate with IBI agents.” 
Finally , the com m ittee rep ort 
declares, “ We u rge that as long 
as there are laws on the book s 
with regard to m ariju ana and 
other dru gs, that they be strict­ 
ly enforced by all cam p u s se­ 
cu rity p eop le and the adm inis­ 
trators.”

Change needed 
says President 


WASHINGTON (AP) - “The 
p eop le in the cou ntry k now 
there is something wrong with 
gov ernment. They think 
it’s 
inefficient and often ineffectiv e. 
Peop le in this cou ntry are ready 
for a change.” 
These words were not u ttered 
by a member of the new left, an 
anti-establishment 
rev olu tion­ 
ary . 
Actu ally , 
President 
Nix on 
made the statement to his Cabi­ 
net in a record-setting, three- 
hou r session Tu esday . 
After 
thé 
administration’s 
p rograms and bu dget for the 
coming y ear were ou tlined at 
the Cabinet 
meeting, 
Nix on 
said: 


“We want to be the adminis­ 
tration in ’71 that p resents an 
imaginativ e, 
innov ativ e 
ap ­ 
p roach 
to 
gov ernment 
that, 
when it is adop ted, will carry 
the cou ntry for another 
100 
y ears.” 
Nix on’s remark s were p ri­ 
v ate, and su bseq u ent p u blic 
statements wou ld su ggest that 
he is gearing u p for the 19 72 
p residentialcamp aign by lay ing 
claim to being close k in to all 
Americans—y ou ng and 
old— 
who hav e comp laints abou t the 
gov ernment. 
The chief ex ecu tiv e will ou t­ 
line his 1971 p rogram in the an­ 
nu al State of the Union address 
to Congress Friday . 


Early Wednesday morning, 
Nix on met with abou t 6 0 top 
members of the White Hou se 
staff to go ov er again what he 
will tell ev ery one else on Fri­ 
day . 
Press secretary Ronald L. 
Ziegler q u oted Nix on as say ing 
he fav ors “a rev olu tionary ap ­ 
p roach to gov ernment relev ant 
to ou r times.” 
Ask ed what he meant, Ziegler 
said “Mak ing gov ernment more 
resp onsiv e to the needs of the 
p eop le.” 
Clearly , Nix on has been seek 
ing 
new p rograms and ap ­ 
p roaches ev er since the off-y ear 
elections last Nov ember p rov ed 
disap p ointing

Hou se and the Rep u blican p ar­ 
ty - 
Ziegler said some of Ihe new 
initiativ es Nix on will ou tline 
Friday “will be op p osed by 
those who do not want change.” 


One thing Nix on obv iou sly is 
enthu siastic abou t is a greatly - 
ex p anded p rop osal for sharing 
federal tax rev enu es with state 
and local gov ernments, many of 
them hard p ressed financially . 
Last y ear Congress ignored 
the Nix on rev enu e sharing p ro­ 
p osal of gradu ally increasing 
the amou nt of federal fu nds to 
be p arceled to states and local 
gov ernments to $5 billion by 
mid-decade.

PARIS (AP)— North Vietnam and the 
Viet Cong charged today the Vietnam p eace 
talk s remained deadlock ed becau se the Nix on 
administration was not interested in a settle­ 
ment bu t wanted to ex tend and p rolong the 
war. 
The remark s by North Vietnamese dele­ 
gate Xu an Thu y and the Viet Cong delegate, 
Mrs. 
Ngu y en 
Tri 
Binh, 
were made to 
newsmen before they entered the 
100th 
session of the talk s. 
Thu y referred to Wednesday ’s 
news 
conference by Secretary of Defense Melv in R. 
Laird in Washington. Laird’s remark s “show 
that the United States does not want to engage 
in meaningfu l negotiations bu t, on the con­ 
trary , is still intent on the p u rsu it of military 


v ictory ,” Thu y said. 
He added that Laird’s u ndertak ing to giv e 
u nlimited air su p p ort to allied op erations in 
Sou th Vietnam, Cambodia and Laos was a 
“direct p rov ocation” of the p eop les of Indo­ 
china as well as of “ p eace-lov ing p u blic op in­ 
ion in the United States.” 


In his p rep ared sp eech to the meeting, 
U.S. Ambassador Dav id K. E. Bru ce rep eated 
his demand for news of American p risoners 
held by the Viet Cong in Sou th Vietnam. 
At last week ’s meeting, Bru ce tried in 
v ain to hand the Commu nist delegates an u p ­ 
dated list of all American serv icemen missing 
in Sou theast Asia, inclu ding sev eral hu ndred 
in Sou th Vietnam

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SAN FRANCISCO (AP) 
Scientists say the mammoth oil 
slick 
sp reading 
arou nd 
San 
Francisco is endangering frag­ 
ile ecology of Bolinas Lagoon, 
one of the last feeding grou nds 
for nesting colonies of the great 
blu e heron and white egret. 
Hu ndreds of v olu nteers hav e 
conv erged on the mou th of the 
lagoon 20 miles north of San 
Francisco in an attemp t to p re­ 
v ent an inch-thick slick resu lt­ 
ing from a tank er collision from 
entering 
the 
bird 
feeding 
grou nds. 
A floating boom was p laced 
across the mou th of the lagoon. 
Work ers sp read straw on the 
oil, then rak ed the oil-satu rated 
straw ashore by the tons. 
An estimated 1,500 oil-cov ered 
birds hav e been brou ght to 
cleaning stations set u p throu gh­ 
ou t the region, bu t ex p erts say 
they are afraid more than 9 0 
p er cent will die. 
Dr. Martin Griffin, a director 
of the Au du bon Cany on Ranch 
near the lagoon, said oil cou ld 
p oison v ital marine life in the 
mu d, su ch as ghost shrimp , a 
p rimary food for the birds. 
The Au du bon Cany on Ranch 
is the last major Pacific Coast 
nesting colony for the great blu e 
heron and the egret, which get 
most of their food from Bolinas 
Lagoon, Griffin said. 
Herons are now retu rning to 
their 
traditional 
nesting 
grou nds, and the egret are ex ­ 
p ected within a few week s, said 
Clerin Zu mwalt. ranch natu ral­ 
ists. None of the herons hav e 
been coated with oil y et, he 
said.

A p otentially seriou s p ersonnel p roblem, 
in which the Dix on School Board may be 
forced into an u np op u lar action, came to light 
du ring Wednesday night’s regu lar meeting of 
the grou p 
The situ ation was brou ght to focu s when a 
grou p of some 5 0 stu dent members of the Dix ­ 
on High School Choral Dep artment ap p eared 
at the board meeting to p ledge their su p p ort 
to Jam es Wiltz, choral director at the high 
school. Wiltz, the p ress was informed later in 
the meeting, had ap p eared before the board 
at its p rev iou s gathering, and du ring ex ecu ­ 
tiv e session, had informed the board he 
wished to lie reliev ed of the directorship of the 
sp ring mu sical 
Wiltz, according to Board President Dean 
Harrison, listed a nu mber of reasons for his 
action, inclu ding, the failu re of the board to 
hire an additional p art time teacher for the 
choral dep artment, failu re of the board to 
mak e needed au ditoriu m rep airs, and lack of 
stage size to p rodu ce a mu sical, du e to com 
p leted Life Safety Code work which was re 
q u ired by the state, bu t which also diminished 
the size of the stage somewhat 
The stu dents ap p eared before the board in 
orderly fashion and informed the board that 
they were thereof their own accord to emp ha 
size they were behind Wiltz’ decision not to 
p rodu ce the mu sical, and also called to the 
board’s attention their contention that the 
choral dep artment had not “receiv ed the rec 
ognition if deserv ed.” 
Harrison informed the stu dents that he 
and other board members were in agreement 
that the au ditoriu m and other areas were in 
need of rep air, bu t that Wiltz also had a con 
tract with the board which stip u lates that for 
a $9 00 differential, Wiltz will direct a sp ring 
mu sical each y ear as a p art of his du ties 
The board p resident later noted that Wiltz 
had been ask ed by the board to giv e du e re 
consideration to his req u est, and to p rov ide 
them with a decision by this Friday . 
Harrison commented to the stu dents that 
the board think s it a shame not to hav e a 
sp ring mu sical, becau se of its wide accep t 
ance throu ghou t the commu nity and for the 
ex p erience which if giv es to the stu dents in a 
p ractical learning situ ation. 
Harrison noted that the board not only has 
to think of this p articu lar situ ation, bu t that if 
has contracts with 3 00 other teachers, and if 
one does not honor his contract, the others 
need not either 
Of p rime interest du ring the board session 
Wednesday night was a p resentation by Su p t, 
Stanley Weber, in which he ou tlined bu ilding 
maintenance and rep air req u ests for the v a 
riou s schools in the district. 
Weber p resented a fiv e p age rep ort, listing 
hu ndreds of items which need to be accom­ 
p lished, ranging from p ainting and rep laster- 
ing, to black top p ing p lay grou nds arid mortar­ 
ing and tu ck -p ointing of v ariou s bu ildings. 
Elmer Pfannastiel, rep resenting the Bert 
M Lafferty Co., Rock Island, ap p eared be­ 
fore the board and related that he had in­ 
sp ected the older p ortion of the high school 


bu ilding, the 19 28 section, and stated that in 
his op inion, the bu ilding was badly in need of 
rep airs. He p rop osed that the board shou ld 
look into hav ing rep airs made to cop ings, ga­ 
ble ends, p arap et walls, lightning strik e 
crack s and lower window sill deterioration to 
stop the moistu re p enetration into the bu ild­ 
ing which has in the last few y ears damaged 
p laster and p aint in a nu mber of rooms. He 
also su ggested that when that work was com ­ 
p leted, to hav e a silicone coating ap p lied to 
the bu ilding to hinder fu rther moistu re seep - 
*« He. 
He estimated that six men work ing 40 man 
day s cou ld accomp lish the needed rep airs. 
Cost was estimated at from $15 $25 thou sand 
for flic high school work alone. 
Pfannanstiel and Weber were directed to 
mak e fu rther insp ections this coming Monday 
and then directed Weber to draw sp ecifica­ 
tions for bids to accomp lish the tu ck p ointing 
and mortar work 
Board member Jam es Dix on su ggested 
that a committee of the whole board meet 
Jan 3 0, tou r the bu ildings and then establish 
some sort of p riority for the remainder of the 
work to bo accomp lished The action was 
u nanimou sly fav ored by the board. Estim at­ 
ed cost of the whole bu ilding maintenance and 
rep air schedu le was set at somewhere in the 
neighborhood of between $100,000 and $15 0- 
0 0 0. 
Also discu ssed was the forthcoming school 
board election to be held from noon to 7 p .m. 
on Ap ril 10. The terms of Richard McCarthy 
and Harold Rhodes are ex p iring. Both men 
were ask ed of their intentions, and Rhodes in­ 
dicated that he was fav orably inclined to seek 
retention of his seat on the board He is secre­ 
tary of the board McCarthy was noncommit­ 
tal, noting that his bu siness demanded a great 
deal of his time, and that he wou ld mak e a de 
cision later 
First day for filing p etitions is Feb. 24, 
with last day for filing p etitions March 19 
Last day for withdrawal of candidacy is 
March 23 
Weber p resented the board with the six - 
month financial rep ort for the district, indi­ 
cating that for the most p art, the ex p endi­ 
tu res were in accordance with the bu dget. 
The su p erintendent indicated that the district 
wou ld end the y ear in the black , according to 
p rojections, bu t 
that 
ex treme discretion 
wou ld needed in all areas of ex p enditu re. 
Weber also p resented the board with some 
ideas concerning attendance center bou ndary 
changes to eq u alize the attendance at the 
v ariou s schools to max imize u se of sp ace. Al­ 
ter hearing the ou tlines, the board directed 
Weber to p u rsu e the changes and come back 
to the board with concrete recommendations 
at a later meeting. 
Merrill Hu ghes director of cu rricu lu m, 
rep orted on the Jan. 13 work shop attended by 
all teachers on "The Classroom Teacher and 
the Gu idance Cou nselor,” as p resented by Dr. 
Roger Daldru p , from the Univ ersity of Arizo­ 
na Hu ghes noted that it was one of the "more 
accep ted” work shop s the district had p re­ 
sented

ments in so cial chang e are co nducted 
o n a small scale. If they pro v e o f v alue, 
they may later be ado pted by the na­ 
tio n as a who le. 
A classic ex ample is Wy o ming ’s 
g ranting o f female suffrag e way back 
in 186 9 when it was still a territo ry . 
Other adv ances pio neered by indiv id­ 
ual states include wag e and ho ur, child 
labo r and pure fo o d and drug laws and 
a who le list o f refo rms no w adminis­ 
tered by the federal g o v ernment o n a 
natio nal lev el. 
Because in recent y ears we seem to 
hav e co me to depend upo n federal 
leadership—and federal funds—fo r 
ev ery thing , the “ so cial labo rato ry ” 
descriptio n is no t heard so much any 
mo re. Yet the test tubes are still bub­ 
bling , and o ne state where they are 
bubbling quite v ig o ro usly is New Yo rk. 
No t that New Yo rk has alway s been 
a pio neer. Fo r y ears it resisted bring ­ 
ing so me ratio nality to bear upo n its 
archaic div o rce law.

In bo th New Yo rk and New J ersey ,

National health plan

the United States . . . (It) must be 
av ailable witho ut reg ard to any per­ 
so n’s ability to pay and witho ut reg ard 
to race, creed, co lo r, sex o r ag e (and) 
readily accessible to all,” (fro m the 
Perlo ff Repo rt). 
The newest entry in.the co mpetitio n 
fo r a natio nal health pro g ram was an­ 
no unced recently by the American 
Ho spital Asso ciatio n. Called Ameri- 
plan, this sy stem fo r the deliv ery and 
financing o f co mprehensiv e health 
care places new emphasis o n the ro le 
o f state-lev el health asso ciatio ns. 
AMERIPLAN is the pro duct o f a 15- 
member Special Co mmittee o n the 
Pro v isio n o f Health Serv ices appo inted 
last y ear by the American Ho spital As­ 
so ciatio n. The co mmittee was headed 
by Earl Perlo ff, chairman o f the bo ard 
at Albert Einstein Medical Center, 
Philadelphia, and Philadelphia Gener­ 
al Ho spital. An 
Illino is phy sician, 
Leo nard F. 
J o urdo nais, 
M.D., 
o f 
Ev ansto n, was a member o f the co m­ 
mittee. 
Acco rding to a statement published 
in “ Up-To -Date,” the Illino is Ho spital 
Asso ciatio n’s newsletter, release o f the 
AMERIPLAN pro po sal “ g iv es AHA 
so me so rely needed initiativ e in the 
currently po pular natio nal g ame o f re­ 
structuring the health care sy stem. 
AHA has been under heav y criticism 
lately fo r taking defensiv e po sitio ns o n 
the ideas o f o thers witho ut co ming up 
with any ideas o f its o wn.” 
AMERIPLAN is unique in that it 
pro po ses a sy stematic metho d o f co o r­ 
dinating and uniting all the health re­ 
so urces in the United States in additio n 


to the traditio nal restructuring pro po s­ 
al lo r health care financing . 


The basic inno v atio n o f the plan is 
the Health Care Co rpo ratio n (HCC), a 
co mmunity -lev el co rpo rate o rg aniza­ 
tio n which, in mo st cases, co uld be 
fo rmed by ex isting health pro v iders 
and which, acco rding to the Perlo ff re­ 
po rt, wo uld allo w the health field to 
mo v e fro m “ a co ttag e industry to a 
mo dern, co o rdinated and co mprehen­ 
siv e sy stem .” Health Care Co rpo ra­ 
tio ns wo uld be respo nsible fo r pro v id­ 
ing to all perso ns in a desig nated wide 
g eo g raphic are (“ cro ssing po litical 
bo undaries where necessary ” ) fiv e 
co mpo nents o f co mprehensiv e care: 
maintenance, primary , specialty , re­ 
sto rativ e and health-related custo dial. 
It wo uld pro v ide care fo r perso ns suf­ 
fering fro m alco ho lism, drug abuse 
and mental illness. 


At the state lev el, HCCs wo uld be 
administered by state health co mmis­ 
sio n, independent ag encies co mprised, 
acco rding to Perlo ff, o f “ hig h calibre 
pro fessio nals appo inted by the Go v er­ 
no r.” Federal leg islatio n wo uld be nec­ 
essary to create a natio nal health co m­ 
missio n fo r establishing standards o f 
care, reg ulatio ns and benefits o f the 
plan. 
Financing wo uld be thro ug h bo th 
federal and the present priv ate 
so urces, Blue Cro ss and insurance 
Benefits are pro v ided in a health main­ 
tenance and catastro phic illness pack­ 
ag e, a standard packag e and an o ptio n­ 
al supplemental packag e. Once the 
plan is implemented, the repo rt states, 
Medicare and Medicaid wo uld no 
lo ng er be necessary . 


IT’S A RARE DAY in the offi­ 
ces of the Natu re Conserv ancy , 
ov erlooking the Potomac in Ar­ 
lington, Va., when the telephone 
or the mails d o not bring an 
opportu nity to acq u ire a piece of 
land . 
In the last fiv e y ears, the con­ 
serv ancy has become the most 
d y namic 
nongov ernmental 
agency acting to preserv e the 
nation’s natu ral heritage— 
whether it be a Florid a key , a 
sagebru sh-cov ered strip of 
Death Valley , an u nplowed Wis­ 
consin prairie, or second - 
growth Connecticu t wood land . 
In this time it has acq u ired on 
its own behalf and for other 
agencies some 150,000 acres in 
42 states for scientific, ed u ca­ 
tional, and pu blic u se. Its cred it 
is now so good that it can step in 
at a moment’s notice to sav e an 
ecologically significant pa cel 
from being sold for priv ate d e­ 
v elopment. 
FOR EXAMPLE, last Ju ne 
6 ,725 acres of wood land lakes, 
waterfalls, and forest glens in 
New York’s Shawangu nk Mou n­ 
tains were abou t to be sold at 
au ction when the conserv ancy 
mov ed in with interim financing 
to hold it for later acq u isition by 
the state. 
Pu rchased for $1.5 million, 
the area will become part of 
Minnewaska State Park and 
preserv ed as a wild erness area 
for hikers and campers. 
THE CONSERVANCY’S pri­ 
mary land preserv ation instru ­ 
ment is a priv ately d onated $1 
million fu nd from which loans 
are mad e to local chapters and 
other env ironmental grou ps for 
pu rchase of natu ral areas. 
The land is thu s protected 
against d ev elopment and price 
escalation while the chapter 
mou nts a fu nd -raising cam­ 
paign to repay the loan. 
Use of options and sales con­ 
tracts plu s the rev olv ing natu re 
of the fu nd , enables the con­ 
serv ancy to hold mu ch more 
land than can be bou ght for $1 
million. 
Hu t ev en so the loan pool is in­ 
ad eq u ate to meet mou nting re­ 
q u ests, and the conserv ancy 
hopes to raise it to $4 million 
ov er the nex t three y ears. 
A new $6 00,000 Ford Fou nd a­ 
tion grant, to be matched fou r to 


one from other priv ate sou rces, 
will prov id e the impetu s for this 
campaign. 
THE CONSERVANCY also 
acq u ires land throu gh beq u ests 
and gifts from ind iv id u als and 
by making ad v ance pu rchases 
for the National Park Serv ice, 
the U.S. Forest Serv ice, the Bu ­ 
reau of Sport Fisheries and 
Wild life, and state and local 
gov ernments. 
Su pported by a $6 million line 
of cred it from the Ford Fou nd a­ 
tion, the conserv ancy thereby 
has been able to acq u ire many 
large and important tracts that 
might hav e been lost becau se of 
the slowness of the gov ernmen­ 
tal appropriations process. 
THE CONSERVANCY was 
fou nd ed in 1950 by a grou p of 
ecologists interested in preserv ­ 
ing land for scientific pu rposes. 
IN 1966 the conserv ancy reor­ 
ganized with the aid of a 
$550,000 Fou nd ation grant and 
hired a professional ad minis­ 
trativ e, financial, and scientific 
staff. The presid ent is Thomas 
W. Richard s, a former IBM 
ex ecu tiv e and once chairman of 
the Arlington Cou nty Board of 
Su perv isors. 
THE CONSERVANCY is able 
to gu arantee that land will be 
kept in its natu ral state in 
perpetu ity , something it wasn’t 
able to d o fou r y ears ago when 
its su rv iv al was still in q u estion. 
This is an important point for 
many owners, since they d o not 
want to tu rn ov er their land 
withou t some assu rance that its 
natu ral state will be protected . 
On mu ch of the land the con­ 
serv ancy tu rns ov er to local 
conserv ation grou ps, or to u ni­ 
v ersities for scientific pu rposes, 
the conserv ancy attaches re­ 
v erter clau ses that retu rn the 
ownership to it if u se of the land 
is in any way significantly al­ 
tered . 
OF THE CONSERVANCY’S 
450 land -sav ing projects, the 
majority hav e been acq u ired 
throu gh gifts. For ex ample, an 
8 0-y ear-old reclu se d eed ed his 
estate of 361 acres of wood land 
and marsh 
in Jacksonv ille, 
Fla., on cond ition that it remain 
in 
its natu ral state. The 
Georgia-Pacific 
Corporation 
d onated 300 acres of California 
red wood s, v alu ed at $6 million, 


and wealthy ind iv id u als hav e 
giv en coastal land s, waterfowl 
sanctu aries, pond s, and mead ­ 
ows. The names of many of 
these preserv es reach d eep into 
America’s past-- Dev il’s Den, 
Stand ing Ind ian Mou ntain, 
Chancellor’s Point, Molly ’s 
Bog.

Behind the scenes, a U.S. Sen­ 
ate su bcommittee find s that 23 
fed eral agencies now hav e 
d irect access to ou r citizens’ 
income tax retu rns for an of­ 
ficial total of 109 reasons. This is 
not only ou trageou s bu t totally 
d angerou s. How come, Big 
Brother? 
THE POTENTIAL abu ses are 
self-ev id ent. You r income tax 
d eclaration and all that can be 
constru ed from it — probably 
the most priv ate, intimately re­ 
v ealing thing d emand ed of 
citizens — started ou t to be in­ 
v iolate. Most of the 72 million 
filers think it is. Bu t, d ig ou t the 
tru th, and what’s happening is 
as bad as if a zoo’s walls were 
cru mbling and ev ery animal 
from wart hogs to grizzly bears 
were galloping loose. 
THE HARASSED Internal 
Rev enu e Serv ice is not respon­ 
sible for this. The ou tsid e agen­ 
cies contriv ed their own intru ­ 
sions to the IRS’s u tter d ismay . 
Bu t what an ou trageou s opening 
for scattered bu reau cratic 
insid ers, and for crooks, pres­ 
su re boy s, spite artists, political 
opponents, bu siness riv als and 
others who can q u ietly get y ou r 
d eclaration by cozy relation­ 
ships, bribery a id other means. 
DID YOU know y ou r tax re­ 
tu rn is merely u p for grabs once 
y ou d eliv er it to Big Brother? 
Some of the motiv es behind 
the 109 so-called reasons for this 
permitted intru sion by the 23 
agencies are obscu re, and cer­ 
tainly the resu lt contains long- 
range potentials inv olv ing the 
threat of repression. Like 
Topsy , the nu mber of intru d ing 
agencies and the 109 so-called 
reasons “ju st grew and grew.” 
Gov ernment abu ses can ac­ 
q u ire their own momentu m and 
grow to hav e a life of their own, 
like a spread ing cancer. 
A ROAR OF national protest 
shou ld pu t a stop — and at once 
— to this and the gov ernment’s 
other u nd ercov er, u nrev ealed 
ex pansions. Each is one of the 
hid d en activ ities that is pu tting 
an increasing strain on the 
d emocratic 
trad itions 
of 
American life. How long can 
these hid d en prostitu tions of ou r 
intend ed gov ernment continu e 
withou t wrecking ev ery d emo­ 
cratic concept in ou r d emocra­ 
tic sy stem? 
WHEN A NEWS writer re­ 
v ealed that Army intelligence 
agents ad mitted ly spied on 
senatorial cand id ate Ad lai 
Stev enson III and other Illinois 
campaigners, New York stu ­ 
d ents, etc., the bu reau cratic 
alibis and bu ck-passing began. 
Bu t these secret intru d ers had 
inv ad ed 
the 
priv acy 
of 


Americns ev ery where like ter­ 
mites cov ering a log. The of­ 
ficial who gav e them the oppor­ 
tu nity (still u nex posed ) shou ld 
hav e been fired ou t of hand . Can 
any thing stop abu ses like this 
ex cept the ou traged fear of 
pu blic opinion? 
THE 
HODGEPODGE 
of 
Washington bu reau s is in­ 
stalling 
d ata 
processing 
compu ters at the astou nd ing 
rate of abou t 500 a y ear, with an 
emphasis on piling u p informa­ 
tion abou t citizens ev ery where. 
This shocker goes bey ond the 
installation and paper-work 
costs, althou gh these alone are 
as enormou s as they are inex ­ 
cu sable. 
FOR EXAMPLE, the Civ il 
Serv ice Commission, on in­ 
q u iry , replies that, y es, it now 
d oes compile “lead information 
relating to possible q u estions” 
that might come u p abou t 
cou ntless people. The Ju stice 
Department lists 13,200 liâmes 
of persons known to hav e u rged 
v iolence. The Secret Serv ice 
has d ev eloped a Gargantu an 
file of “persons of interest,” in­ 
clu d ing those whose only bid for 
Secret Serv ice attention is their 
criticism 
of 
gov ernment 
policies. And so it goes. Are we 
to be cu rled into a ball of fear? 
IN THE RIGHT of priv acy or 
any other right it is a common 
habit of citizens to cherish it 
more becau se they hav e lost it. 
Bu t then it is too late. The losses 
u su ally come grad u ally . ‘‘It ; 
cou ld n’t happen here” is a » 
su icid al philosophy . 
BIG BROTHER’S intru ssion 
into ou r American life is not 
new, nor is its ex pansion » 
schemed and planned in the * 
sense of a sinister d esign, of 
cou rse. Actu ally , it’s a d rift. Bu t 
the d rift is on for su re and , for 
one thing, electronic technolo­ 
gical ad v ances are speed ing the 
d rift frighteningly . 
TODAY’S DATA processing 
ad v ances allow Big Brother to 
acq u ire, store and u se the 
tremend ou s files of information 
Big Brother collects on each of 
u s with a correlation and speed 
which completely changes the 
potential for the inv asion of pri­ 
v acy . 
EVEN THE v astly ex pand ed 
q u estions in the 1970 censu s con­ 
tribu te their heav y share. This 
is not a cou nt of ou r popu lation 
as the Constitu tion d emand s. It 
is, instead , a sy stematic pene­ 
tration of ou r priv acy , u n­ 
d ou bted ly u sefu l bu t ex pand ed 
nev ertheless in accord with the 
sprawling cancer. 
The Romans asked : “Who is 
watching the w atchm an?” 
Well, let u s ask that q u estion 
now — and how!

the nation’s financial institu ­ 
tions hav e managed to bankroll 
thou sand s of kid s in search of 
higher ed u cation. Stu d ents bor­ 
rowed some $595 million in the 
past semester u nd er the loan 
plan au thorized by Congress as 
the Higher Ed u cation Act ol 
1965. * 
FOR ALL THEIR popu larity 
these loans are a special kind , 
and still not wid ely u nd erstood .

Passing the bucks: 
Revenue sharing wouldn't be 
as simple as it would seem 


(Editor’s Note: Few pieces 
of legislation are likely to 
generate more debate in the 
new Congress than “ revenue 
sharing.’’ Here is a report on 
the program; what it is and 
how it would work.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres­ 
sure is growing inside and out­ 
side Congress for revenue shar­ 
ing, an idea that looks simple 
but isn’t. 
Under revenue sharing the 
federal 
government, 
blessed 
with income-tax revenue that 
automatically goes up faster 
than the 
over-all 
economy, 
would turn over some of the 
money to hard-pressed state 
and local governments, with no 
strings attached. 
President Nixon, committed 
to his “ new federalism” policy 
of strengthening state govern­ 
ments, will press harder than 
ever for revenue sharing this 
year. Governors and mayors 
are clamoring for it, a recent 
poll shows 71 per cent of Ameri­ 
cans like the idea, and a grow­ 
ing number of congressmen and 
senators appear to be lining up 


behind it. 
Opponents of revenue sharing 
include fiscal conservatives who 
see it as another spending plan, 
organized labor and the Nation­ 
al Education Association which 
say it has hidden pitfalls, and 
many members of Congress 
simply reluctant to let power 
pass out of their hands or to 
raise taxes for the benefit of an­ 
other level of government. 
Debate over the issue will 
heat up when President Nixon 
delivers his State of the Union 
address to Congress Friday. He 
has promised a new, expanded 
revenue sharing plan. 
The arguments criss-cross 
party 
lines 
and 
ideological 
boundaries. Republicans, Demo­ 
crats, liberals, moderates and 
conservatives can be found on 
both sides of the issue. 
THE DEBATE 
FOR—Pinched by rising costs 
and lagging tax takes, many 
states and cities predict cut­ 
backs in basic services or in­ 
creases in taxes without in­ 
creased federal aid, an Asso­ 
ciated Press survey showed last 
month. Federal aid, in the form 
of no-strings federal revenue 
.sharing, is the answer. 


AGAINST-—States and cities 
have only themselves to blame, 
since they can always raise 
their own taxes. Anyway, the 
federal 
government 
already 
gives them about $25 billion 
yearly in direct, conditional 
grants-in-aid and about another 
$7 billion in indirect loans and 
subsidies. 
FOR—The grants only under­ 
line the basic point that the fed­ 
eral government has gotten too 
much power, since 20 years ago 
those grants totalled only $2 bil­ 
lion. Furthermore the imbal­ 
ance promises to get worse be­ 
cause the federal government 
has an easier time raising mon­ 
ey than local governments. The 
graduated federal income tax 
goes up 1.5 per cent for every 1 
per cent growth in the economy. 
State and local taxes have less 
of an automatic increase and 
frequently have to be raised by 
law, sometimes getting the men 
who raised them turned out of 
office. 
Besides, 
most 
grant-in-aid 
programs require recipients to 
share costs. On top of that, con­ 
trol remains in Washington 
where miles of red tape keep a 
lot of aid from reaching those it 


is supposed to help. And finally, 
states and localities can’t tell 
from one year to the next how 
much Congress will decide to 
put into its own programs. 
A G A IN ST- Desirable na­ 
tional standards in such areas 
as civil rights,' welfare and la­ 
bor practices can be neforced 
only 
if Washington 
keeps 
strings on the money it hands to 
states and localities. 
FOR—The problems of the 
’70s are primarily local—police 
protection, education, health, 
sanitation. Cities and states that 
raise taxes to meet these prob­ 
lems drive out taxpaying citi­ 
zens and businesses. Federal 
revenue sharing would spread 
the tax burden equitably and al­ 
low problems to be met where 
they occur. 


AGAINST—The same thing 
could 
be 
accomplished 
by 
streamlining grant-in-aid pro­ 
grams. Besides, revenue shar­ 
ing would make state and local 
governments more dependent 
than ever on federal handouts 
and reduce incentive for low-tax 
areas to bring their levies in 
line with high-tax neighbors who 
suffer from the difference. 


OUTLOOK 
Whatever plan Nixon proposes 
Jan. 22 will face a tough go in 
Congress. 
Chairman Wilbur D. Mills of 
the House Ways and Means 
Committee, says he is more op­ 
posed than ever because of 
growing federal deficits. He 
says he may hold hearings, but 
they will be late in the year at 
best. 
Meanwhile 
pressure 
is 
mounting. Nelson A. Rockefel­ 
ler of New York and other big- 


state governors are calling for it 
louder than ever. 
In an unusual maneuver that 
could bring considerable heat to 
bear, the National Legislative 
Conference and allied organiza­ 
tions are pressing a call for a 
constitutional 
convention 
to 
write a revenue-sharing amend­ 
ment. If 34 state legislatures 
pass resolutions calling for such 
a convention Congress is obliged 
under the Constitution to con­ 
vene one. 
However, if revenue sharing 
should clear committee much of 
the rank-and-file support for it 
could evaporate in wrangling 
over details. 
In short, the outlook is for 
much discussion. Action is an­ 
other matter.

baseball glove with a soft brush 
and saddle soap. This allows the 
leather to ex pand and keeps it 
from becoming hard and from 
cracking—MARIE

have 
found that apply ing petroleum 
jelly and leaving it on a baseball 
glove overnight, then patting it 
dry will help prevent cracks and 
also help toward waterproofing 
it. Do this when y ou think it is 
needed.-LOREEN 
DEAR DAVID and others— 
According to the authority I 
consulted, petroleum jelly is 
really an emergency measure. 
It is more advisable to use a 
leather dressing that contains 
silicote or silicone. This comes 
in either an applicator bottle or 
in a spray can which makes 
application very easy . One 
important thing to remember is 
not to store a leather baseball 
glove in a damp place, such as 
some basements, for fear of 
mildew, nor near high heat, 
such as a register or other 
source of heat which could 
cause 
cracking 
and 
dry ing. 
Select an airy place, neither too 
hot nor too damp.—POLLY 
Polly ’s Problem 
DEAR POLLY—Is there any 
way to repair one long crack in 
a large cut glass bowl?—MRS.

DEAR POLLY—It is very 
easy to strip ribbon, silks or 
sheer materials when removing 
basting threads, so I like to clip 
these threads every five or six 
inches as I stitch so they are 
easier to remove. The bastings 
can even be removed as y ou 
stitch if preferred. When stit­ 
ching is finished, just lock-stitch 
by stitching backwards a bit or 
tie the threads and the piece is 
ready 
for 
pressing.

prevents any damage by pulling 
long basting threads through

It’s a quickie to make since 
the base is a hot roll mix . Other 
ingredients, such as chopped 
dill pickles, mustard, egg and 
bread crumbs, usually are on 
the kitchen shelf, so this is a 
treat to whip up for unex pected 
guests. 
DILLED BREAD 
1 package (134 ounces) hot 
roll mix 
2 tablespoons butter or mar­ 
garine 
1-3 cup fine dry bread crumbs 
I cup chopped dill pickles 
Prepared mustard 
1 egg, beaten 
Prepare roll mix according to 
package 
directions. 
While 
dough is rising, melt 2 table­ 
spoons 
butter; 
add 
bread 
crumbs and brown lightly . Toss 
with pickles. Roll out dough on 
lightly floured surface to a 
rectangle 12x15 inches. Spread 
lightly with mustard. Sprinkle 
pickle mix ture on top. Roll up 
from long end, jelly roll fashion. 
Seal edges and place seam-side 
down on greased baking sheet. 
Cover and let rise in warm 
place about 4-hour. Brush with 
egg. Bake in 375-degree oven 25 
minutes.

250,000 alcoholics 
in Chicago area 


CHICAGO— About 80,00,000 
Americans use alcohol and en­ 
joy the relaxation it brings 
them. Unfortunately, about one 
in 1 5 of these develops the dis­ 
ease alcoholism. In fact, there 
are over 6,500,000 alcoholics in 
the United States—and over 
250,000 alcoholics in the Chicago 
area alone. 
While the impact of alcohol­ 
ism in this country is an as­ 
tounding one in terms of indi­ 
vidual and fam ily breakdown 
and tremendous financial loss 
to the community as well, phar­ 
macists recognize that an even 
greater potential community 
problem exists. Namely, the un­ 
toward drug reaction between 
alcohol and drugs a patient 
might currently be using to 
treat another unassociated ill­ 
ness. 
While alcoholics would elicit 
almost automatic, adverse reac­ 
tions to the drugs in question, it 
should be emphasized that even 
the occasional user of alcohol 
could be subject to an adverse 
reaction. 
Research is being conducted 
to determine whether an indi­ 
vidual who ingests alcohol on a 
regular basis exhibits different 
body chemistry reactions than 
the non-drinker. 
Dr. Leon Greenberg of the 
Rutgers Center of Alcoholic 
Studies reports that in the aver­ 
age individual 90 per cent of the 
alcohol ingested into the body is 
eliminated by oxidation, and 
that it takes one hour to oxidize 
% oz. of alcohol as contained in 
12 ounces of beer or one shot of 
whisky.

The ingestion of alcohol by 
diabetics is particularly dan­ 
gerous for two basic reasons. 
First, insulin increases the rate 
of metabolism of alcohol by as 
much as 21 per cent. Therefore, 
in the diabetic, when insulin is 
used to oxidize alcohol, normal 
insulin doses would be inade­ 
quate to control diabetes. Sec­ 
ond, the diabetes drug “ tolbuta­ 
mide” is metabolized twice as 
fast in alcoholic patients as in 
nonalcoholic patients. This 
means that the drug is in the 
body for less time and, there­ 
fore, is less effective. 
Another area of concern to al­ 
cohol users involves the antihis­ 
tamines. When the central ner­ 
vous system depression caused 
by alcohol is added to the de­ 
pression and drowsiness nor­ 
m ally associated with the anti­ 
histamines, a dangerous loss of 
motor (muscle) control results. 
It is obvious that a person who 
operates machinery or drives 
an automobile would be in dan­ 
ger of losing control of himself 
and the machinery. 
Still another additive effect 
involves the prescription drug 
Reserpine. When alcohol and 
drugs containing reserpine or 
derivatives of reserpine are 
used concurrently, there is the 
danger of developing a state of 
over-relaxation or over-tran­ 
quiliza tion. 
The interaction of the pre­ 
scription drug 
Nitrogycerine 
and alcohol can cause abnormal 
lowering of the blood pressure 
with subsequent cardiovascular 
collapse. 
By far, the most serious drug 
interaction in the alcoholic in­ 
volves sedatives, such as phé­ 
nobarbital and secobarbital. 
Here the combined depressant 
effects often cause death. E x ­ 
treme caution should be exer­ 
cised in this area. 


CHICAGO— One of the most 
unusual Christmas parties ever 
planned was held recently at the 
University of Illinois Hospital. 
The guest list was exclusive, 
only kidney transplant or dialy­ 
sis patients and their families 
were invited. 


The University of Illinois Hos­ 
pital has had an Organ Trans­ 
plant Center since January 1968 
and there are more than 125 
persons enrolled in the pro­ 
gram. 


The Dialysis Center, which 
services outpatients as well as 
inpatients, operates 24 hours a 
day, five days a week, and 
weekends when necessary. 


More than 200 persons were in­ 
vited to the Christmas Party, or 
“ Kidney Party,” as the staff 
called it, and they were a varied 
group. Kidney disease respects 
no one. Tiny children, teen-ag­ 
ers, young adults and older per­ 
sons can all be affected. 


The party was suggested by 
Judy Sullivan, the Medical So­ 
cial Worker assigned to the kid­ 
ney patients. She realized that 
most of them felt the severe fi­ 
nancial drain caused by the dis­ 
ease, and many of them would 
have no Christmas whatsoever. 


Jack Sabas, the University 
police officer who heads the 
“ Officer Friendly” program at 
the hospital, was asked for as­ 
sistance. 
Jack swung into action. With 


the help of fellow police officers 
and friends the party began tak­ 
ing shape. 
The Chicago Fire Department 
Clown band offered to entertain. 
An industrialist supplied a wag­ 
onload of quality toys for all the 
children. The University police 
officers donated enough money 
to buy scarves for adult gifts. 
The chilly winds of winter often 
cause kidney patients respira­ 
tory problems. 


Several baskets of fruit, ice 
cream, orange juice and Christ­ 
mas candy were donated. One 
man from City Hall offered to 
come and show cartoons. 


The party got under way 
when the clown band began to 
swing. Soon any shyness the pa­ 
tients and their families might 
have had disappeared. By the 
time a genuine-looking Santa 
appeared on the scene every­ 
body was joyful. 


A little girl hugging a big doll 
looked up at her mother and 
whispered, 
“ Look what I ’ve 
got!” 
A boy, his complexion yel­ 
lowed by disease, and confined 
to a wheelchair, smiled in unbe­ 
lief at the transistor radio he 
had just unwrapped. 


Kidney disease might have 
curtailed their holiday at home, 
but to all the patients and their 
families at the U of I “ Kidney” 
party, the Spirit of Christmas 
was a very real thing.

A M BO Y — “ I have two big 
concerns, the fam ily and people 
who have decided to live outside 
of the law ,” Mickey Finn, tech­ 
nical director of the National 
Center for Youth Outreach, Chi­ 
cago, told a large audience at 
the 
high 
school 
Wednesday 
night. Finn, speaking on the 
“ Drug Scene Locally and N a­ 
tionwide,” went on to enumer­ 
ate that his concern about fam­ 
ily life was the inability of fam i­ 
lies to relate to each other and 
to enjoy each other as individ­ 
uals and as a group. He told the 
audience that a little discipline 
and basic common sense would 
go a long way in solving this 
problem. 
In 
describing 
people 
who 
were living outside th law he 
mentioned that the person who 
straps on a gun and starts 
shooting at someone is as much 
outside the law as the offender. 
The man who has a gun and has 
it laying around the house is as 
guilty as the man who is selling 
heron. 
In remarks on what is going 
on in the drug scene he told the 
group that addicts many times 
do not know what they are tak­ 
ing. The drug pushers offer a 
pill, capsule or powder and the 
user pays for it and pops it into 
his mouth with only the pusher’s 
word what it is. 


He mentioned “ salad bowl” 
parties which are taking place 
now with the partygoers empty­ 
ing the medicine cabinet at 
home and tossing what they 
bring to the party into a bowl. 
During the evening those at­ 
tending reach into the bowl and 
take whatever they pick up. A 
pill is a pill. 
He urged everyone to go home 
and get rid of all old medicine. 
“ It is the quickest way to short- 
circuit the system,” he said. 
Some specific suggestions 
made for local consideration 
were: establish some type of 
drug education program 
for 
parents, establish some type of 
parent organization, don’t turn 
the problem over to the teach­ 
ers, and for everyone to take on 
the task of talking to young peo­ 
ple and really listening to what 
they have to say. 
Finn also told of the various 
effects of different drugs. He 
gave 
specific 
inform ation 
where to get help in case of an 
emergency and listed places 
where information is available 
for study programs both for 
parents and youth, as well as 
books which are available and 
give an excellent picture of 
present-day society. 
Finn conducted a question- 
and-answer period at the close 
of his talk. He also had ad­ 
dressed the high school students 
during the afternoon.

It would increase tuition for 
resident students to a third of 
the educational cost, and for 
out-of-state students to 1 0 per 
cent of the costs. 


A U of I student, who pays 
$371 tuition for the current aca­ 
demic year would pay $496 
next year under the proposal. 
Out-of-state students who now 
pay $1,254 would pay $1,485. 


Trustees also spoke against 
the Board of Higher Educa­ 
tion’s budget cuts and its re­ 
duction of salary increases for 
the 1971-72 school year. 
Academic salary 
increases 
were reduced from 7 per cent 
to 6 per cent, and increases 
of nonacademic employes re­ 
duced from 16 per cent to 5.9 
per cent.

Slight dip in crime rate 


CHICAGO (U P I) — Major 
crimes

declined 
slightly 
during 
1970, 
even 
though there was increase in 
hom icides, 
robberies, 
auto 
thefts and rapes, Police Super­ 
intendent Jam es B. Conlisk said 
Wednesday. 
The major crimes in the na­ 
tion’s second largest city were 
on the decline last year by 
four-tenths of 1 per cent, al­ 
though homicide was up 13.2 
per cent and rapes increased 
5.3 per cent, Conlisk said. 
Conlisk said the over all de­ 
crease was based on a com­ 
parison of the calendar year 
1970 with the calendar year 
1969. 
The police department also 
released statistics based on a 
“ police year,” consisting of 13 
time periods of 28 days —each 
of which had the same number 
of peak workload days. Under 


that measuring system, crimes 
from Jan. 9, 1970, to Jan. 
6, 
1971, decreased 1.9 per cent. 
In the calendar year, there 
were 715 murders in Chicago in 
1969 compared with 810 in 1970. 
There were 1,405 reported rapes 
in 1970 compared with 1,334 in 
1969. 
In 1970aggravated assault de­ 
creased 9.4 per cent, burglaries 
were down 3.5 per cent, and 
robbery was up 8 per cent. 
Theft of more than $50 de­ 
creased 16.1 per cent, but auto 
theft was up 8.9 per cent. 
Last December the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation said 
crime in the United States was 
up during the first nine months 
of 1970 by 
1 0 per cent. That 
report showed crime in Chicago 
during the first nine months of 
1970 -compared with the same 
time period in 1969 — had in­ 
creased 2.5 per cent. 


Plea by hog producers
